JEWISH SYNAGOGUE, MERTHYR. 


APPEAL, 

HE Synagogue in which divine 
worship is now performed was built 
about a quarter of a century ago. At that 
time the Congregation consisted of only six 
Jewish families; there are now upwards of 
sixty Jewish families resident in Merthyr, 
and suburbs, attending divine worship at 

the Merthyr Synagogue. 

The Congregation, being painfully aware 
of the inadequacy of the means now existing 
for attending at the Synagogue on Sabbaths 
and Holidays; also the necessity of providing 
school accommodation for the Jewish children, 
who number above seventy, has by its own 
strenuous and unassisted exertions raised 
amongst its own members the sum of £200, 

The sacred edifice with all necessary fit- 
tings, including the school room, will cot 
an estimated sum of £1,800, and the Syna- 
gogue will be so constracted as to provide 
seats for 200 persons, in addition to a reser- 
vation of free seats. 

The total further amount required to meet 
the expectant outlay will be about £1,600, and 
the Jews of Merthyr believe, and hope, that 
the pious zeal of their er-religionists will 
enable them to obtain this sum without 
difficulty.

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OUR CONSTANTINOPLE LETTER. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, AvGusr 15, 1874, 


Fanaticism, the scourge of the ignorant, has again brought about 
rsecutions against our brethren residing on the Golden Horn. It is the 
eternal and eternaily fabulous story of a Christian child sacrificed on the 
Passover festival, the wickedest and most baseless of all calumnies, which 
has again given rise to this cruel onslaught. It is true that the attentive 
observer can scarcely fail to notice that these reiterated persecutions 
following each other at determinate intervals in the capital of the Empire 
and in its provinces lead to the presumption that other causes than that of 
blind fanaticism drive one portion of the nation to attack their fellow. 
countrymen ; and that for a motive the absurdity of which has been proved a 
hundred times and ridiculed by detaiied investigations and imperial firmans 
in favour of the race thus unjustly persecuted. Nay the motive has been 
discredited even by scientific investigations which have proved to the whole 
world that not only the barbarous action of shedding human blood for a 
religious ceremony is contrary to the precepts of the Jewish religion and 
the Mosaic code, but it is also incompatible with the spirit of our times and 
that of all monotheistic religions as to the Greeks and Jews of the East. 
The principal causes which occasion their animosities and dissensions are— 
the hatred of races the affinity of which is nevertheless very remarkable; 
the competition in trading, for the two races apply themselves to like com- 
mercial and industrial vocations ; and the profound and benighted ignorance 
of seven-eighths of the population of both races—this ignorance is fostered 
rather than discouraged by the lower ranks of the clergy of both com- 
munities. And it must not be forgotten that the dirty and repulsive habits 
and appearance of a gicat majority of the Jews of the East draw on them 
the contempt of other peoples of the Empire. Another cause must be 
added to these, It is not by any means an unimportant cause. It is the 
interest which a certain great European power admirably well represented 
at Constantinople has in sowing the seeds of dissension and discord among 
the varicus peoples of the Turkish Empire whenever it happens to snit its 
interest to do so. ? 


| 


Now to induce a cessation of these persecutions among the Jews, and _ 


the causes of such persecutions to vanish—a great and noble philanthropic 
essociation, the Alliance Universelle Israelite, has already endeavoured to 
undertake this task and has interested itself in the matter for many years. 
Thanks to the efforts of this Association the persecutions of the Jews have 
lost much of their former fury. ‘et the means at its disposal are far from 
attaining the aim of the institution. It is by the diffusion’ of education 
and enlightenment on an extended scale that various races and nationalities 
learn to understand each other and to harmonise with each other. 

If really the Alliance Israelite Universelle wishes practically to carry 
out its object it must go into a large expenditure in order to establish 
numerous elementary schools, and it must ameliorate the condition of the 
wreichedly indolent Jews of this city and Empire. It must even make 
efforts to induce the Jews to reside in districts other than those in which 
they throng at present. I fancy that this tendency of our poorer 
brethren to crowd together in squalid neighbourhoods is as prevalent in 
your great city as in ours, 
Alliance has done much, very much, for our coreligionists in the East, and 
that it has helped to remove the causes of persecution within its control. 
vasop those causes are not entirely within its control. Would that they 
were | 

I will instance the recent disturbances which took place at Balata, when 
the Jews were accused not only by the Greek population, but also by a great 
portion of the native press whose writers ought to have known better, and 
even by a so-called medical commissioner whose report was obscure, and 
who would have been given up by their enemies to the tribunals most 
unjustly. Monsieur E. F. Veneziani, vice-president of the Universal 
Israelitish Alliance in the Ottoman Empire, became the champion of the 
Jews with dauntless courage and unlimited devotion. Filled with faith in 
the noble mission which he was called upon to fulfil, he managed to change 
the aspect of affairs completely. The authorities who had been hitherto 
extremely apathetic, began to work and to understand that they had to look 
Into the matter and act onit. They imprisoned the promoters of the perse- 
cutors, arrested a furious journalist and condemned him to six months’ 
imprisonment. They even sent to ‘the Patriarchate an order 
that throughout the orthodox churches sermons should be preached to 
demonstrate that the horrible allegation of blood sacrifice levelled against 
the Jews was a wicked and false calumny propagated by ignorance and 
malice, and that whosoever should attack the Jews on these grounds would 
fall under the implacable blows of the law. The general press which was 
hostile beforehand became, through the efforts of this redoubtable champion 
of onr faith and our brotherhood, tne most ardent defenders of our oppressed 
brethren, and imagined that they could not find sufficient expressions for 
their condemnation of this stupid prejudice. 

Signor Veneziani hurried from one government office to another, and 
succeeded in interesting the various heads of departments in favour of the 
poor persecuted Jews. In less than three weeks calm was re-established, 
and the Jews of the Golden Horn were able to manage their business 
tranquilly. 

As to the persecutions at Magnesia and Karatasch in Asia Mino", in 
three days Mr. Veneziani managed to stop them—within a week the iusti- 
gators of these wicked outrages were imprisoned. This gives you a notion 
of the work of the Alliance in the East. | 

Within a month after a village, chiefly inhabited by Jews, had become 
& prey to the flames, and several families had been thrown out of house 
and home, the Alliance and the generous and wealthy members of our 
community in Europe, to whom our local committee had appealed, relieved

even their aid enabled the unfortunate victims of the conflagration to make 
arrangements to build a synagogue and a school, ; 

1 do not enter into details as to the cruel and calumnious attacks on 
our brethren arising out of the unhappy accident of a poor little child 
having fallen into the water at Phanar, as this is only one of many similar 
attacks on our coreligionists in this empire—equally cruel, equally baseless, 
equally preventible, if proper means were taken. 


A RUSSIAN LIQUOR LAW. 
— 

The monthly bulletin of the Alliance Israelite Universelle for August 
confirms the statement of the Allgemeine Zeitung des Judenthums, 
reproduced in our last impression, to the effect that the sale of spirituous 
liquors will from the Ist January, 1875, be forbidden to the Russian Jews 
in those localities in which they have no domiciliary rights, and ia houses 
which are not their own property. With regard to the latter stipalation, 
the bulletin adds that a decree of Generai Mouraviet still in forces 
forbids Jews from acquiring property and houses in the villiges. of six 
western states. In consequence of the new law twenty thousand families 
will be reduced to misery. Something should surely be done to prevent 
the occurrence of so great a calamity. 


MORE TROUBLE AT SMYRNA. 


Farther outrages are reported from Smyrna, The Secret Association 
of Turks, whose formation at Smyrna we have already noticed, has recently 
given a fresh proof of its existence, Several of its members went during 
the night armed to the houses of some Jewish musicians, compelled them 
to leave their beds and dragged them to a café, where the -poor peopie were 
forced not alone to play till daylight, but also to pay the night’s expences, 
The miscreants also endeavoured to use violence to the wife of one 
of the musicians, but the woman. with much trouble succeeded in 
escaping from their clutches. The unhappy Jews have. forwarded com- 
plaints to the Governor of the City and to the Grand Rabbi. 


THE JEWS OF NEW ORLEANS,

Sin.—My attention has been drawn to the letter of your New York 
correspondent of June 19th, in which appears a paragraph referring to New 
Orleans.

Tur Tous or THe Raset.—The plunder of tombs is, says the Globe, 
an employment that would not prove very remunerative ia England, but 
in certain countries it seems to be practised with audacity and success. 
Accorting to the Moniteur de V Algérie, the celebrated Tomb of the Rabbi, 
near Babel Oned hos lately been broken into, and its contents, including 
some valuable brazen lamps, removed. The legend connected with this 
tomb is of curious interest. When the Massulmans ruled over Spain, the 
Jews who dwelt there were permitted to follow their religion without 
molestation, bat after their expalsion a system of tyranny was commenced 
which fell heavily on the Hebrew race. About the commencement of the 
fourteenth century, the Grand Rabbi Ben-Sinah-Durand was thrown into 
prison with the Rabbi Ben-Raona, and their execution was fixed upon, 
when, as. the legend goes, a miracle delivered them from their continement, 
The Grand Rabbi suddenly felt possessed of extraordinary power, and, 
seizing a piece of coal, drew upon the wall of his prison the image of a 
ship, which immediately beeame a real _yessel,.and bore him safely out of 
the reach of his perseeutors towards the shore of Algeria. _Here he was 
well received by the Mussulmans, and his namo, besides being associated 
with this tomb, is ranked as that of the first Israelitish legislator in Africa, 
The tomb has been venerated not only by the J ews, but by the Mussulmans, 
and, as it may be supposed, this act o! theft is viewed with considerable

It has been resolved to hold the annual meeting of the Alliance 
Israclite Universelle at Paris towards the close of the present year. 


Several societies have recently been founded in the principal towns of 
Hollend to supply Jewish soldiers with kosher food, 


Dr. Zunz, the “ Nestor of Hebrew Literature,” celebrated his 80th 
birthday on the 10th inst, | 

Dr. Rittler, Editor of the Volksblat/es, published at Wirzbarg 
(Bavaria), has been summoned before a Civil Tribunal for having inserted 
in his paper an article of a defamatory character concerning the Jews. 

It is stated on the Bourse at Berlin, that nearly all the persons wh® 
took part in the events which occurred in connection with and subsequent 
to Kullmann’s attempted assasination of Prince Bismarck, including his 
captor, Herr Lederer, are Jews. | 

According to despatches received by the German Minister of 
Foreign Affsirs from the German Consul in Jerusalem, the famine in the 
Holy Land is decreasing. The prices of cereals are also declining. This 
jtem of news is extremely satisfactory. 


A “ Knurhospital” for the use of Jewish bathers at and visitors to 
 Colberg has been opened within the last few weeks. The hospital owes its 


origin to Councillor Dr. Lowenthal of Berlin, The building has bee 
fitted up in a most elegant style. 3 
Tue National Assembly prior to its prorogation a few weeks ago, 
yoted the establishment of a Chair ‘of Ancient Assyrian History at the 
College of France. Professor Jales Oppert has been appointed to fill the 
new post. 

The Jews of Tonis have no reason to complain of the treatment they 
receive at the hands of their rulers. According to correspondents of the 
Alliance, justice is equally administered to Jews and Massulmans, — It is 
stated that the condition of the former will, without doubt, still further 
improve. What they chiefly require is better instruction, | 

A pleasing instance of good feeling comes from Germauy. A society 
of mechanics, consisting exclusively of Christians, in the little town of 
Coethen, gave a theatrical performance for the benefit of the Jews of 
Palestine, and performed the well-known scene of the three rings from 
“ Nathan the Wise.” 

A new society for the promotion of Hebrew Literature has been 
founded at Magdeburg (Prussia), Dr. Truenfels of Stettin, Editor of the 
Teraelitieche Wochbnschrifi and Dr. Rabmer, Editor of the Jud. Literatur- 
blutts are the principal members of the Provisional Committee of the 
society. | 

The triennial meeting of the Society for the support of Jewish Teachers 
and Ministers in Wurtemburg was held at Stuttgard on the 3rd inst. 
society, like others of a similar nature to be found in many cities in Germany, 
grants aid not alone to such persons as above mentioned, but also par- 
tially supports the widows and orphans of deceased teachers and readers, 
There is ample scove for such a society in England. 

M. Abraham Firkowitsch, whose death we recently announced, 
was’ a celebrated Karaite savant. He was one of the “‘lions” of the 
Crimea, and no distinguished traveller passing by Tschufut Kalé, says the 
Univers Israelite, neglected to visit the great orientalist and to inspect the 
celebrated collection of manuscripts gathered by him in various parts of the 
world, especially in Cairo, Damascus, Egypt, Palestine and Russia. 

Herr Jakobson was some two years ago elected to a certain municipal 
post in Sebastopol. Immediately afier the election several residents entered 
a protest against the appointment on the ground that Herr Jakobson was 
aJew. The Minister of Justice, however, gave no heed to the protest, 


The Ovlessaer Bote now states that a recent meeting of the “ Duma” of | 


Sebastopol tendered the thanks of the city to Herr Jakobson for the 
creditable manner in which he fulfilled his functions during the past two 
years. 

The Tarkish Government is about to open an industrial boarding 
school at Smyrna, wherein scholars will be admitted without distinction of 
faith, and fed at the expense of the state. The only obstacle to placing 
Jewish pupils.in this school is their not being able to obtain kosher food 
in the establishment, whilst the community is not sufficiently wealthy to 
bear the cost. It is to be hoped that this obstacle may be removed, as 
gteat benefit is likely to accrue to the young Jews of Smyrna from the 
new school | 

A plessant trait of good feeling and sympathy has been displayed in 
that model country, Switzerland. An appeal was issued to the Christian 
popniation of Neufchatel by M. Nagel, pastor of the National Church, in 
behalf of the distressed Jews of the Holy Land. The reverend gentleman 


seys in his appeal that he will gladly receive and transmit the donations — 
sent to him, and he reminds his brethren-in-faith of the promise which 


(iod made to Abraham, “I will bless those who bless thee. . . and 
all the families of the Earth shall be blessed in thee.” The pastors of the 
Independent Church at Neufchatel also solicited funds for the relief of the 
Jews in Palestine. Both appeals were successful, some hundreds of francs 
having been received by the worthy pastors. 

A Jewish gentleman in Germany has met with an_ untimely 
end. Jr. Philip Alsberg, the unfortunate gentleman referred to, till re- 
cently held the post of technical manager in a chemical mannfactory at 
Khrenfeld near Cologne. He left there on the 23rd of June, to pay farewell 
visits to hiv relatives and friends at Pyrmont, pri r to his departure for 


New York, where he bad accepted a brilliant appointment.

farcwel] visit he did not return alive. A few weeks ago bis corpse was 


found near a place called Soest, and from what has been gleaned with 
reference to the matter, he seems to have been the victim of foul play.

Whilst a Jewish gentleman has been appointed head master of a 
London Board School, a somewhat different appointment will probably be 
made in Turkey. M. Felix Bloch whv was deputed by the Alliance to 
seek for Jewish lady teachers at Constantinople for one of its school 
reports that his mission has been without fruitful results. He states, 
however, that he has met with a lady of the Roman Catholic faith, whom 
he acknowledges to be capable of conducting a school. He proposes to 
to give her a post in the School of the Alliance at Adrianople. 

The Hebrew education of the children attending the Talmud Torah 
School at Adrianople does not appear to be progressing very favourably. 
Although the school contains about 700 pupils there are only 4 scholars 
who learn the Talmud and 8 whocan read Rashi. The remainder scarcely 
proceed beyond the Pentateuch. Sacred History and Hebrew Grammar 
are entirely ignored. The fasion of the Talmud Torah School with that 
under the direction of the Alliance Israelite Uuiverselle in the same city 
would perhaps bring about an improvement in the education of the young 
Jews of Adrianople. 


On the 29th ult., Herr Samuel Wallerstein of Sieburg (who some 
years ago attained the 50th anniversary of his appointment as Mohel), cele- 
brated his golden wedding. In honour of the occasion three Rabbis sent 
him the diploma called Morenu. At the special service which took place in 
the synagogue, the Rev. A. Wallerstein of Crefeld,a son of the worthy old 
gentleman, conducted the services, whilst another son, the Rev. Dr. I, 
Wallerstein of Dantzic, who we believe was a few years ago minister of the 
German Synagogue in London, delivered the festal sermon. . 


Signor Flammino Serro of Casale has sent to the Alliance Israelite 
Universelle the following statistics of the number of Jews in varicus uro- 
pean countries, which he has gathered from the latest and most authentic 
sources: Russia (including Poland), 2,600,000; Austro-Hungary, 
1,222,000; Germany, 494,000; Turkey in Europe, 350,000; Roumania, 
250,000; Holland, 68,000; England, 52,000; France, 50,000; Italy, 
43,000; Scandinavia 10,000; Greece, 5,600; Switzerland, 5,800 and 
Belgium, 3,000. 


By. a decree dated July 28th, the French Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion bas charged M. Darmesteter, Assistant Professor at the Schocl of 
High Class Studies, with a mission to Italy, to continue there his researches 
on the works of Rashi. M. Darmesteter, says the Archives Israelites, will 
publish in a few months an important work on the two celebrated elegies, 
composed in 1288, the subject of which are the anto-da-fé at Troyes, in 
which thirteen noted Jews perished. The first is in seventeen Hebrew 
quatrains ; the second in seventeen French quatrains, transcribed in Hebrew 
characters. | 


The government of Bavaria, or at least that department which has edu- 
cation under its control, has recently displayed an instance of mariced 
liberality and tolerance in favour of the Jews, which bears a striking contrast 
to certain jntolerant acts which from time to time we. had cause to 
The examination of the pupils attending the Industrial Schools 
of Bavaria was to have taken place on the 18th ult. That day, however 
happened to fall on the Jewish Sabbath; and in deference to the scraples 


| of Jews, the examination was postponed to another day. The Bavarian 


Chamber of Deputies has been liberal in another manner. It has voted a 
sum of 7,790 florins as an increase to the salaries of underpaid Rabbis, 


About four years ago a young woman was found with her 
throat cut in a smail town in Wurtemberg. The murderer was not 
captured at the time, and the minds of the authorities were severely 
taxed as to the person on whom the perpetration of the {crime was to be 
fixed. At last suspicion fell on one Weil, a Jewish hawker. who was 
apprehended and brought to trial. The accused stoutly protested his 
innocence, but certain circumstantial evidence brought against him appeared 
to have convinced the judges that he was the culprit. Weil was found 
guilty and condemned to death. Fortunately, in this case, the Kine of 
Wurtemberg availed himself of the Royal prerogative ahd commated. the 
capital punishment to imprisonment for life. For three years Weil 
was incarcerated in prison; a few months ago, the real murderer 


confessed his crime, thereby proving Weil’s innocence, ‘Che latter was — 


soon afterwards set at liberty. 


The examination of the children attending the school o i 
Israelite at Samacoff (Turkey) took place on the ult., in of 
his Excellency the Pacha of Sophia, the Governor of thetown the Bisho 
and other notabilities, Mussulman, Jewish and Christian. The Pacha whe 
took a prominent part in the examination, after expressing his satisfaction 
with the progress made by the pupils during the past six months added 
that his Imperial Majesty the Sultan, father of all his subjects, all of 
whom he loved alike without distinction of creed, considered the advance- | 
ment of the Jews asa general benefit for the whole of his empire. It would 
be well for the Jews of Turkey if their fellow countrymen thou ht the 
same, and were so favourably disposed towards them as are the nm and 
his government. The Alliance may be congrotulated on its efforts. in 
many cases eminently successful, to improve the position of the Jews in the 
East. The remarks of the Pacha of Sophia cannot fail to be extremel 
satisfactory to the Alliance and its eminent President M, Crémienx as t 
and he may lay claim to much of the credit of having been instrumental in 
furthering the progress of the Sultan's Jewish subjects,

The Eastern journals have laid before us of late the details of several 
outrages perpetrated against the Jews in Constantinople and in other parts 
ofthe Turkish Empire, Usually these deeds of lawlessness and brutality 
are committed by the lower classes of Greeks, who have revived the stale 
though it seems not yet worn-out blood accusations against the unfortu- 
nate Jews, and seizing every opportunity of plundering and accusing the hated 
race. 

Unfortunately cruelty and superstition are contagious, and even the 
comparatively tolerant Turks have learnt from the Greeks to suspect the 
Jews of murdering children to mix their blood with Passover cakes! The 
Levant Herald, a journal owned and conducted by Englishmen, has nobly 
fought the battle of the persecuted Jews in the East, and richly deserves 
the warm gratitude of the entire body of Jews. Superior races have 
always displayed more generosity and liberality towards the weak and the 
oppressed than inferior races, We cannot expect from the jackal the mag- 
nanimity and forbearance of the lion. | 

The persecution of the Jews has usually been a favourite occupation 
on the part of the Greeks. It seems as natural for the Greeks in the 
Levantine cities to ill-treat, pillage, and if need be, murder the Jews, as 
it comes habitual to the Klepts in their native mountains to rob and slay 
the unhappy travellers upon whom they may happen to pounce. From the 
days when Judas Maccabeus rose to expel the legions of Antiochus Epiphanes 
io the present period when the Hellenic offscourings of Galata and the 
Phanar savagely turned to assault the unoffending Hebrews, the Greeks 
have been the irreconcilexble foes of the Jews. Indeed, a spirit of antagonism 
has always reigned between Hebrews and Hellenes. There has been an 
utter want of sympathy between these two branches of two distinct iamilies 
of mankind, the Semitic and the Aryan. Their history, their traditions, 
their faith, their laws, their customs, their genius, their pursuits have 
heen opposed to and have clashed with each other. It has been the 
fashion by some enthusiastic classical scholars to exalt Hellas at the 
expense of Israel ; and by their rapt admiration for certain artistic models 
of composition to undervalue systems of morals and philosophy conceived 
on a sounder and more extended basis than those of their favourite sages. 
It would be beyond our scope to enter into a detailed comparison between. 
intellectual and moral Greece and intellectual and moral Judea. We will 
limit ourselves to pointing some leading facts that will go far towards 
explaining the antipathy existing between those two ancient nations, a 
feeling which occasionally, as we have seen, assumes an active form on the 
part of the descendants of one of those nations. 

In order to understand the character of the two peoples we must advert 
tothe laws that governed them, and takea brief glance at therespective systems 
of Lykurgus and of Moses. We shall speak only of Sparta and of Athens 
as the most influential and -best known representatives of Greece, Lykurgus, 
when called upon to legislate for Lakonia, of which state Sparta formed 
part, found that the rich with unprincipled rapacity had drawn to them- 
selyes the greater portion of the lands of the country, leaving a numerous 
body of poor without any land, in hopeless misery and degradation. In 
order to remedy these evils, Lykurgus redistributed the whole territory 
belonging to Lakonia. Moreover, he abolished the use of gold and silver 
coin, admitting nothing in the shape of circulating medium but pieces of 
iron, heavy and scarcely portable, and he forbade the Spartan citizen every 
species of industrious or money-seeking occupation, agriculture included. 

Grote in his History of Greece vividly lays before us the life of a 
Spartan youth. From the age of seven years, throughout his whole life 
the Spartan citizen lived in public, either himself ondergoing drill gymnastic 
and military, or witnessing the training of others. He was continually 
under the fetters and observances of a rule partly military and partly 


monastic, He was estranged from the independence of a separate home; 


seeing his wife enly by stealth during the first years after marriage and 
maintaining little relations with his children, The supervision not 
only of his fellow citizens but of the authorised censors named by the state 
was perpetually acting upon him; his day was passed in public exercises 
and public meals ; his night in the public barrack to which he belonged. The 
hardships of Spartan discipline have remained a proverb to the present day. 
A Spartan youth was taught to endure hunger and thirst, heat and cold 
and fatigue, without a murmur. To wear the same garments winter and 
summer was the duty of aman. He was ordered carefully to suppress all 
external exhibition of feeling, and to display a bearing, shy, silent and 
motionless as a statue. He was allowed an insufficient amount of good ; 
to which he was permitted to add by hunting and even stealing provided it 
were not detected ; in the contrary case the bungling thief was subjected to 
Severe punishment. 

The Lykurgean system placed women under a system analogous to 
that of men, its grand object being the maintenance of a vigorous breed of 
citizens. At one period Spartan damsels underwent public training, 
practising gymnastics and drilling and attired with a light tunic cut open 
at the skirt so as to leave the limbs free and exposed to view. And this 
in the presence of the youth and citizens of the nation! Subsequently at 
the time of Aristotle the women or many of them had succeeded in eman- 
cipating themselves. Whilst the Spartan husband went through the 

details of an ascetic life and dined on the plainest fare at the Pheidition or 
- public mess where the men took their meals, the wife majntained an ample 
and luxurious establishment at home, A great deal of the landed property 
accumulated in the hands of women, some of the handsomest of whom, on 
the plea of effecting a union between the fittest, were mistresses of two 
households and mothers of two families. ty ee 

The Helots or slaves in Sparta were a constant source of anxiety to |

The ephori or magistrates 
em so that they might slay the Helots whenever 
once in the eighth year of the Peloponessian 
caused jealousy against them, and 2,000 of

MW sappeared from the face of theearth! How 
totally different indeed were all these institutions from those of the Jews, 
Athens, under the code of Solon, and under a succession of dis- 
tinguished statesmen, such as Aristides, Themistokles, Kimon and Perikles 
acquired political and maritime importance. In that city literature was 
cultivated, and the arts of architecture and sculpture, which were employed 
to ornament the city, were carried toa degree of excellence, which has never 
since been surpassed, ‘I'ragedy and comedy, history and philosophy, elo- 
quence and poetry, found a home in Athens, and the arts of civilization 
were brought to a state of perfection and refinement never 
reached until then. Bat the Hellene, whether a warrior like a Spartan, or 
an artist, a philosopher or a luxurious citizen like an Athenian, was an 
idolator, worshipping gods whose conduct caused amusement rather than 
awe, and whose immoral or unquestionable feats on Olympus could not fail 
to inspire a desire to imitate them on the part of mortals. Their chief 
divinity himself, Jupiter Olympius, condescended to appear among mortals 
in a buman form, for the accomplishment of very human purposes; ard 
altogether the history of the lives and the adventures of the gods was far 
more diverting than edifying. | 
The law of Moses was intended to make the Hebrew a God-fearing, 
pious man, To serve God and to love our neighbour are the first maxims 
inenlcated by Moses. Pure religion and charity in its highest sense form 
the foundation of the five Books of Moses, Contrast the patriarchal life of 
the Jew, that unsullied home life passed in the service. of God, in the bosom 
of his family, with a loving wife near him and affectionate children around 
him reverently asking for the paternal blessing, with the course of existence of 
the Greek, Lykurgus said, “ grow strong that you may be able to beat and 
plunder your neighbours ;”’ Moses said, work that you may be able to make 
offerings to the Lord and to feed the poor.” Which is the nobler aim? 
Lykurgus desired to create a race of gladiators, whose sole merit should 
consist in their physical prowess, of men rade and uncultured without any 
definite principles of morals, who might be permitted to lie and to steal 8 
long as they were not discovered. Moses impressed on his followers the 
necessity of studying the Law, which would necessarily entail the cultivation 
of their moral and mental faculties, and of living in peace with each other. 
We need not enter here on the principles of Judaism which have been 
familiarized to all by the well known article on the Talmud by the late 
Emanuel Deutech and by the excellent lectures on Judaism delivered lately 
at St. George’s Hall by Dr. Benisch. Work and study were the duty of 
every Jew, and the most pious and learned rabbis practised handicrafts like 
the meanest of the people. The life of every Jew was a course of self- 
discipline ; but instead of being practised as in the case of the Spartans to 
develop their muscles so as to be able to conquer their neighbours, self- 
abnegation was followed to subdue the longings of the flesh and to favour 


the aspirations of the spirit. The minute observances. imposed by the | 


Mosaic law continually reminded the Hebrews of the God of their fore- 


fathers whio had delivered them from bondage, The Mosaic code was not — 


like the code of Drako, It was full of mercy, and repeated provisions were 
made tor the poor. The slaves of the Hebrews were not like the slaves of 
the Hellenes ; among the Jews there were no helots. Those wko were 
called slaves were not sent to the battle field to fight for their masters, and 
they were not slanghtered like Janissaries, if considered too powerfal. 
Moreover they were manumitted in the'seventh year of their bondage. 

Fancy too, the dark eyed daughters of Judah sallying forth from the 
gates of Jerusalem to be drilled in a primitive costume only removed in 
degree from that in which their mother Eve was expelled from: Eden! And 
let ns imagine, if possible, a retiring and modest Hebrew matron, the 
respectful yet loving companion of the rabbi, her lord, or of the patriarch 
who owned lands and herds of cattle, as the wife of two husbands, the 
mistress of two households! | 7 | | 

It is not surprising indeed that nations whose every mode of thought 
was so far apart, who had absolutely nothing in common except their 
descent from Adam, should feel so little sympathy for each other. The 
refined perfumed light-minded yet martial Hellene from the time of Philip 


of Macedon down to the Roman conquest, probably regarded the simple, 


devont, sincere Jew, the zealous observer of the precepts of Moses, as an 
uncivilized, uncouth, obstinate individual, who must be taught better 
manners by force of arms, who must be enlightened by those who possessed 
superior wisdom ; and if he resisted he must be severely punished for his 
obstinacy, as an ignorant fanatic who could only be subdued by the sword 
and ruled by a rod of iron. The Hebrew looked upon the Hellene as 4 
heathen who knew not the laws of Moses, as 4 profligate luxurious idolator 
whose impure customs were abhorent to the Lord of Israel ; as the pollution 
of kis altars, the defiler of his temple and the attempted destroyer of his 
religion. It is not astonishing therefore that contemptuous arrogant 
aversion on the one side should bave been responded to with hatred on the 
other side and that an hereditary dislike between the two should have 
remained until long after the state of affairs had materially altered.§ Of the 
relative position of Hebrew and Hellene in modern times, we shall treat ina 


separate paper. In olden times the Greeks contributed much to civilization ; 


they created the plastic arts and perhaps the drama, they greatly promoted 
philosophy and edvanced aesthetics. But the Jews possess a far greater 
claim to the gratitude and consideration of mankind in general and Chris- 
tianity in particular. If the Hellenes have given to the world models of 
literature and art, the Hebrews have bestowed on a considerable portion of 
the human race the foundation for their code of morals and for their relr+ 
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gion. ‘Without the Decalogue and the Bible, neither Christianity [ 


nor Mahomedanism would have been called into existence. 
Without the Jews, neither Jesns Christ nor his Apostles who were 


themselves Jews would have lived to give rise to perhaps the most impor- 
tant religious movement that ever swayed the destinies of humanity.

THE MEZUZAH. 


A VACATION SERMON FOR GIRLS, 
BY THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH. 


I ventured last weck to speak a few words of instruction and advice to 
Jewish boys. I did not say half what I wished ; but if only a few among my 
young audjence have gained ever so little knowledge from my address, I shall 
be quite satisfied. But it is not right that boys should have all the talk directed 
at them, and that girls should be entirely passed over. Such an arrangement 
would not be fair, as far as the boys are concerned, because it would seem to 
imply that it is only they who have failings, and therefore it is only they who 
need to be preached to. Nor would it be just to girls to treat them in this 
ungallant style ; because to do so, would be to assume that they have not suffi- 
cient intellect to understand, or heart to feel, the earnest meaning that underlies 
the preacher's words. Now I, for one, would not be guilty of such injustice. ‘I 
have a very high opinion of the mental powers of my young lady friends, and I 
have a still higher opinion of the warmth and tenderness of their hearts. Besides, 
every preacher knows that ladies, both little and big, love to hear a sermon ; and 
that it usually finds more attentive, more sympathetic, and perhaps more numerous 
listeners among the female than among the male portion of a congregation, I 
have decided, therefore, to write this week a sermon for girls ; and it will go hard 
with me, indeed, if I am not as fortunate as my brethren of the pulpit in 
securing a patient audience. For though the living word of the speaker derives 
increased force from the very fact of its being spoken, it is an advantage for me 
on the other hand, that “written words remain” to be read, and perhaps, read 
again and again by many a congregation of young, bright-eyed folks, and—who 
knows ?—perhaps to be written in turn upon more than one feeling’ heart. 

The subject of the boys’ sermon was the Zephillin—a ceremony which is 
assigned for performance to our fathers and brothers. In this present address I 


shall speak of the Mezuzah—an institution of our religion with which the mothers y 


and daughters of Israel have come more especially to be connected, Boys go out 
into the world; they are exposed to all its dangers and temptations. Our reli 
gion, true to its practical character, gives them, therefore, in the T¢phillin and the 
Tsitsith, safeguards which they can carry with them wherever they go, and which 
rightly used and understood, will shield them from evil. . They may leave home 
far behind them ; they may come to a strange place where there is neither syna- 
gogue nor Jew, and yet those safeguards will be with them, silently recalling the 
good lessons they have learnt when they were younger, from the loving lips of 
father or mother—making\their hearts a sanctuary, hallowed by pure and noble 
desires. their life one long action devoted to God’s service. But with girls it is 
otherwise. They do not or should not go forth to engage in the fierce battle of 
life. Their sphere lies not abroad but at home. — It is within the charmed family 
circle that they have, properly, to bring into play the powers with which Heaven 
has blessed them. ‘To quote the words I once heard from the respected head of 
our community—‘ men’s home-is the world, but woman’s world is the home.” A 
girl may be forced by hard necessity to engage in work that takes her during 
the day from her parent’s roof, But if she be Worthy of the woman's name she 
bears, she will return to her home as soon as her day’s toil is ended. , And even 
while she is pursuing her vocation, she must often feel that her place isnot in 
the mart, or at the desk, or in the factory, but at her mother’s side. The home 
is the sphere which Nature has marked out for her, and our religion—practical 
again—recognises this truth, and assigns to her the Mezuzah as her special 
But probably some of my young audience may exclaim “ how can you call 
the Mezuzah an observance, when all that is necessary is to nail it outside the 
door, and what can we possibly learn from a piece of tin or glass?” - Well, we 
must expect such questions from ladies who are generally endowed with an 
enquiring mind, Remember I said “enquiring,” which is a very good quality, 
not * inquisitive,” which is a very different and a very indifferent one. Such 
questions prove how little the meaning of our ceremonies is understood, and they 
show, too, that it is not without need | am preaching this sermon. ; 
Well, let us take down one of those same pieces of tin or glass, and examine 
it closely, The first discovery we make is that there is “something in it” in more 
senses than one—something wrapped up in the metal case —something wrapped. 
up in the Mezuzah. We find out that you and I have been looking only at the 
outside, and forgetting the inside. We shall soon learn, in like manner, that 
while we were giving our verdict about the Mezuzah, we were looking at the 
surface only, and that very unfairly, we had- neglected to penetrate deeper. The 
“something ’’ we find is a tiny scroll of parchment, on the outer side of which is 
written the word “I~ which means “ Almighty,” and which beaming upon us 
through the glass reminds us of God’s love which is ever shining graciously 
upon His creatures. On the inner side are written in Hebrew the two passages 
Deuteronomy vi. 4—10 and xi. 13—21, which I hope, you repeat every day in 
your prayers. 3 
Now, if some of you, fired with aresolve to enjoy “ women’s rights” (which 
frequently mean those things to which women have no right) have read the 
boys’ sermon, you will remember that I took pains to point out that all the use 
and beauty of the T'phillin lie in the lessors they teach so eloquently. Pre- 
cisely the same remark will apply to the Mézuzah. To affix to the door-post a 
piece of metal—even if it be gold—with, if possible, the whole of the Bible 
most beautifully written on the whitest of parchment enclosed in it, would be 
no observance worthy of the name, 80 long as we did not connect with the act 
some religious idea, We might just as well nail up the metal covering without 
ite precious contention, wejmight nail up nothing at all! A groat many 


persons—and there are by far too many of them—think that when they have 
fixed up their Mezuzah, they have done their duty, and there is no necessity to 
think of the matter again until they move into a new house, when they take it 
down, and the ceremony begins all over again. This is one verycommon 
mistake. Another error which may not be so general, but is very serious, 
is that people imagine that the Mezuzah is a sort of charm which can mysteri- 
ously defend their house from misfortune, and that, if they do not place it on 
the door, something bad is sure to happen. This, of course, is rank super- 
stition, such as no educated, nay, no truly religious, Jew or Jewess would ever 
be guilty of. Why, if we are to form so low an idea of the object and meaning 
of the Mezuzah, why have it at all? Let us nail up a Jucky horse-shoe, and we 
shall be quite as safe ! 

No, my friends, the significance of the observance is holier and nobler by 
far. “Thou shalt write them on the door-posts of thy house and on thy gates” 
—this verse is contained in each of the passages which are inscribed upon the 
Mezuzah and in this verse lies the whole secret of itsmeaning. The words of the 
Almighty are to be written above the threshold of our houses. Have we, then, 
done our duty when we have carried out this command literally—a command 
which follow words of priceless worth that bid the parent teach his children the 
behests of Heaven, to speak of them when he sits in the house, when he walks 
by the way, when he lies down and when he rises up? No, we carry out the 
command literally, because by such means we are best enabled to fulfil it in its 
ficurative meaning—its true significance. God's commands are to be written 
without—on the door-posts ; they are to be performed within—in the home! 
This is the true lesson of the Mezuzah. Home religion is the sermon it preaches 
—ihe secret that underlies its observance. And, viewed thus, it becomes, indeed, 
an observance. Because if the lessons it teaches are to be learnt well, and to 
produce good fruit, the Mezuzah must be “ observed” constantly, as long as the 
home exists. 

So, my friends, one of your questions is answered. Your other difficulty as 
to what we can learn from the ceremony I am solving as I proceed. 

The home, according to our beautiful faith, is a sanctuary in which God 
can be served as faithfully, and praised as fervently as in the synagogue. There 
should the sound of prayer regularly be heard—the thanks of grateful hearts for 
bounties sent from heaven—the petitions of stricken souls for help and healing 
and peace. . There the walls should echo the blessing before and after food, so 
that still, in accord with the beautiful Jewish idea, the table should be the altar, 
and the food the offering, consecrated to the service and the honour of the 
Almighty. Within the home on Sabbath eve, parents and children should be 
assembled to celebrate gratefully and gladly the glorious gift of God's holy day ; 
the Kiddush recited by the weary bread-winuer rejoicing in his hard—earned 
repose, and well-loved hymns sweetly sung by the tuneful chorus of children’s 
voices. From the home all strife should be banished ; every harsh expression 
should be hushed, and peace and love bind together all the members who wor- 
ship within those hallowed precincts. No act should be done that we should 
fear to perform in the Almighty’s presence in the synagogue ; for of the home 
it may especially be said in Jacob's words “ surelyjGod is in this place.” And no 
word should be uttered that might not be spoken in the House of God, for every 
Jewish home should be God’s house, so that it may be as Bethel seemed to the 
dreaming patriarch—* the gate of Heaven !” 

And how sacred is the domestic sanctuary by virtue of the religious know- 
ledge that can be taught and gainedin it! To teach children the truths and the 
practices of their faith ; to mould their unformed characters with gentle, loving 
influence ; to imprint upon their hearts, almost with a kiss, their earliest ideas of 
their Creator’s might and mercy—these are the noble duties, these the splendid 
privileges which are assigned to the Jewish woman. What sight can be more 
touching, more lovely, than that of a mother showing the little child on her knee 
how God's existence is taught by every object of nature—both great and simall— 
how His power and goodness live in the sky, the bird, the flower? Who could 
not be moved at seeing her directing the tiny lips to lisp a prayer, or helping 
the infant mind to gather some simple lesson from the Holy Book ? 

And this is what a Jewish home should be ; and the Mezuzah, looking down 
from the door post, silently tells us so. So that if we listen to it, it will be a 
charm indeed—but only in one sense. For it will preserve us, not from the 
evil which, foolishly we think unseen powers can bring upon us, but from the 
misery which we can bring upon ourselves, through ignorance and irreligion, 
through strife and sin. | 

It is related in the Talmud that Artabanus sent Rabbi Jehudah a pearl with- 
out price, and asked him to send back something equally valuable in return. 
Rabbi Jehudah sent him a Mezazah. “‘ What!” said the astonished Artabanus 
“JT sent you a gem which is beyond price, and you send me back this valucless 
thing.” The Rabbi replied “ You sent me that which I must needs be at the 
trouble to take care of ; I have sent you something that will take care of you.” 

Do not imagine, my friends,that what I have written applies only to mothers. 
For though the mother can do most towards making her home religious, her 
daughters can always help her in the good work. ‘They can assist in teaching 
the Bible to the younger members of the household. They can prove by deed 
and word that they cling fast and lovingly to their faith, and thus they can show 
a bright example to their brothers. j;Ah, you little know how great and 
glorious are the results you can achieve by such small means! If you shall 
have helped, however slightly, to quicken in the hearts of others a devotion 
to their creed, or to make the home you love s0 well an abode. blessed 
with peace and sanctified by your faith you will have nobly discharged a 
noble mission. And so learning your duty thus early in life, you will be 
ready to discharge it when it assumes a wider scope, when you are older, 
and you prepare to enter on a new stage of your life. For young 
as rh are, you must get to be women some time ; and one day, with Heaven’s 
blessing, you will have a home and children of your own. How sweet will it 
be then to find that you know already by active experience one great duty. 
among the many tasks which will then become yours, and that the work of making 
your home religious and your little ones happy: is one which is neither strange 
nor difficult, You may buy handgome furniture to fill and adorn your house, 
but you will not forget one article which is so necessary and which can make 
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your home most truly beautiful—the Mezuzah. You will take care of chair and 
sofa, and see that neither receives the slightest injury ; but you will also 
attend daily to the little glass tube which hangs above the threshold, and so guard 
yourself and your family from the worst harm that can come. 

But on no account despise the. Mezuzah now. You are young and light. 
hearted. Long may you be thus free from care! Yet remember you will grow 
old, and it is better to learn one’s lesson in the bright holiday-time of youth 
than to be forced to learn it in the chill autumn-time when life's schooling has 
begun. Remember, there are other things in existence besides amusements and 
fashions to be thought about. Ribbons are all very well in their season. But 
they will get frayed and faded and dingy. They serve the purpose of the 
moment, and then are thrown away. They will clearly not do asa means of 
securing happiness for ourselves in a twofold life—here and hereafter. | am 
the last person to undervalue dress, or to deny how much graceful attire helps 
to set off the charms ot a young lady, and to make her, if possible, more win- 
some and pleasing. But while we admit the use of such small things in their 
proper time and in moderation, don’t let us overlook the far greater importance 
of big things. Wear the ribbon, by all means, but don’t lay religion fon one 
side, as if it were a fashion quite gone out of date in these times. Tie one 
round your heck ; let theother clasp your heart ! 


For thus you will be able to do worthily the part that has been assigned to 
you in the home—the woman’s kingdom. Seek, then, your natural work there, 
amid the peaceful, holy associations of domestic life. Seek it there, where by 
ennobling the character of brother or of husband, by leading upward towards 
Heaven the thoughts of little children, you may rightly earn the doubly noble 
name of Woman and Jewess. Seck it, not in the lecture-room or the ecouncil- 
chamber, the senate-house, or the voting-booth ; but in the home, where lies the 
only true sphere which has been given to woman ; and, having found your 
Heaven appointed work, perform it with all the trust and tenderness of your 
faithful, gentle hearts. And the Mezuzah, now rightly understood, shall keep 
watch at the threshold and, like the sign upon the door-posts of Israel in olden 
days, shall shield your loved one from harm, and “suffer not the destroyer to 
enter.” 


PROSELYTES OF THE GATE. 


The homiletic instinct shews no sign of abating in force, 
Although Professor Tyndall and his friends can dispense with a Creator of 
creation, they feel the want from {time to time of a general exposition 
of the relations between man and man and of the due mode of guidance of 
religious feelings, accompanied with exhortations to right conduct. 
British Association calls this kind of utterance an address ; but it is eom- 
monly known as a sermon, In fact the long and eloquent harangue in which 
the efforts of the philosophers from Democritus to Darwin were traced with 
a curious disregard of the share which Jewish minds had in the sustainment 
of research, if at no other time, at least at the brilliant period of the Moorish 
rule in Spain—this long harangue is conceived with a wholly religious and 
even conversionist aim, although the religion which the speaker ended by 
proclaiming was neither Judaism, Polytheism, nor any form of either or 
compound of both. The President of the British Association was botind to 
preach—only be had tke privilege of selecting his doctrine as well as his 
mode of enforcing it. There is an immense fascination in the exercise of 
preaching. There would also appear to exist side by side a less compre- 
hensible delight in being preached to. Canon Liddon, a master of the art, 
draws weekly crowds to St. Pauls ; Dean Stanley, to Westminster Abbey. 
In our own synagogues we have adopted the custom of weekly discourses. 
Addresses indeed differing little from the more matter-of-fact sermons, are 


printed every day and every week in the leading columns of newspapers. - 


But there is a charm in the pulpit or platform, and in the more impassioned 
style which the spoken word allows. 


Recently in our own community a distinguished lay-preacher came for- 
ward and devoted his great knowledge and great powers of exposition to a 
popular account of Jewish history and institutions. Dr. Benisch’s addresses 
- aresomething more than literary. Their delivery was an epoch-marking 
event, because it was the first step in this country and in modern times to shew 
publicly to those not of our faith that we do not close against them the 
gates of the synagogue. We do not indeed seek proselytes. Itis not a 
condition ot eternal life, according to our belief, that the faith should 
be Jewish. It is not therefore our urgent duty to propagate con- 
version. But when enqniry is made of us it is our duty to answer; and 
We understand that it was in consequence of repeated requests that the 
leetures of Dr. Benisch were delivered. Few sets of people have the 
. firm and self-reliant faith of the Hebrews, who when but ten men are 
gathered together, call pablicly upon the name of the Lord. The mass of 
men are religious in droves ; and if they cannot follow a multitude to worship 
they will have grievous doubts that their own worship is wrong. The 
Rey. Charles Voysey held certain doctrines which the law declared to be 


not those of the Church of England. He now preaches them toa nume- | 


rous congregation in St. George’s Hall, But some have thought that as 
communion with the Church of England is denied to this congregation, and 
as the doctrines preached to it differ little, if at all, from the fundamental 
_ traths of Judaism, the union between us and the followers of Mr. Voysey 
might be made a closer one. For our own part we should be sinning if 
We were to repel such advances, Indeed, Simon ben (amaliel tanght us 
that when astranger comes to enter into the covenant, it is our duty ‘‘ to 
stretch out our hands towards him and bring him under the wing of the 
Lord.” What we must avoid is allowing our own belief or practice or 
our standing with «ur neighbours to be injured by the new fellowship. It

The two classes of proselytes distinguished by the Rabbis are prosel ytes 
of Righteousness and Prosalytes of the Gate. Dr. Benisch wishes to re«es- 
tablish the second order. But it is to be noted that he does not appear to 
think it can be usefully revived by a mere obedience to certain laws on the 
part of the proselytes ; and by their proclaiming their own adherence to 
Israel. Dr. Benisch has long been known to his friends and resders to

_ The simple duties incumbent ‘on a proselyte of the Gate are those 
which constitute the Noachite Law. Before Israel was a distinct nation, 
there was a religion ofall mankind, of which Maimonides wrote, six injunctions 
were given to Adam, and the seventh is inthe ninth chapter of Genesis related 
to have been communicated to Noah. Except the injanction of obedience to 
judgments these commandments are all, as we might expect, negative ones. 
They forbid idolatry, the profanation of the Holy Name, the shedding of 
the blood of man, uncleanliness, robbery or theft, and the eating of the flesh 
of living animals, ‘ And thus,” says Maimonides, “ it was till the time of 
Abraham.” 

The keeping of this law cannot be difficult to good men. And if men 
keeping it, and disclaiming all faiths incompatible with Judaism, call 
themselves Proselytes of the Gate, nobody can ‘desire to refuse them a title 
hallowed by antiquity. 
admit the proselyte? We may gather that unless its meaning were 
extended in our own days by a competent authority it would carry with it 
but limited rights. The rabbis held, for instance, at a time it is true when 
we were no longer in possession of Jerusalem, that it was unlawfal for a 
Proselyte of the Gate to reside within the Holy City. The proselyte who 
wishes to become one with the body of Israel must submit to severe tests 
of his siricerity. ‘The question comes to this—are we to relax those tests ? 

It will be seen that it is not so much the revival of the order of the 
Proselytes of the Gate which is desired as the extension of its privileges. 
The question raised is a large one, and carries with it momentous conse- 
quences. But there really are two points involved in it; the antiquarian 
point What was a Proselyte of the Gate ? as well as the practical question 
of forming and of dealing with this class at the present time. The one 
enquiry can be.pursued independently of the other: and we take leave to 
say that we have not yet heard enough of the ancient order of followers of 
the Noachite law and their relation to Judaism. I, 


THE JERUSALEM JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CIRONICLE, 


Sir,—Before deciding whether any further outlay is required at 
Jerusalem at the present time for dispensaries and hospitals, authentic 
information should at once be obtained whether the dispensary established 
by Sir Moses Montefiore about 33 years ago at his own expense, answers 
all the requirements under that head. It was of the greatest service 


during the cholera of 1865, and afforded the needful remedies to many: 


hundreds of persons. — It is well regulated, and the same can be said of 
the Rothschild Hospital, owing to the unremitting vigilance hitherto of 
Dr. London, but Lam sorry to say he has just left for Europe, with no 
intention of again returning to Jerusalem. There are 15 céngregations in 
Jerusalem, and were they asked what could be done to benefit them most 
by their coreligionists in England, they would almost unanimously (as 
was the case when Sir Moses Montefiore, visited them in 1866): state, 
that improved dwellings for the poor would be their greatest comfort, and 
the safest remedy to secure salubrity and immunity from contagious fevers. 
'The cause of the Sephardim Congregation’s great poverty is known to be 
the heavy debt which they have unavoidably incurred in former times of. 
trouble and which burden weighs most heavily on them, owing tothe high 
interest they have to pay annually all the time that the principal remains 
unpaid. Remunerative occupation should be given to those who are 
able to work, of a nature best calculated for their previous habits of life. A 
surgeon and plysician should also be established in each city by an indnee- 
ment in the shape of an annual grant from the English Jews, Loan 
Societies by similar grants in the shape of temporary advances would be 
very useful, 
These are their ideas and not mine. They should be approached in a 
kindly spirit, They must know best what remedial measures will suit 
them. Immense immediate changes must not be pitchforked into them, 
They must be educated up to such reforms as will not militate against 
their old established customs. They have yet escaped Stock Exchanges, 
syndicates and dancing rooms, aud may as well permanently continue with-

SCIENCE AND SPECULATION, 


— 


As once a year politics in the United States receive their outcome in the 
President's message, so once a year in this country Science makes its 
utterance by the voice of the President for the time being of the British 
Association for the Advancement (?) of Science. These presidential addresses 
are often delivered in a city or borough of second or third rate importance, . | 
and at a period-of the year when persons “ on pleasure bent” are recruiting 
their exhausied faculties or wasting their precious hours at sea-side resorts 
in country houses or abroad, But these addresses are carried to the knowledge 
of millions through the length and breadth of the land by the great vehicle 
of communication —the public press—and they become a general topic of 
conversaticn and object of criticism, We are not, however, quite convinced 


that the amount of practical usefulness of such addresses is proportionate 
to the amount of publicity they receive and the amount of attention lavished 
on them. If these annual utterances were confined to a summary— 


advancement of Science, they would achieve a very useful purpose, They 
would be the records of the progress of human intellect applied in the 
momentous dir:cticn of scientific research. Such records in competent 
hands, and adorned with the glowing charms of rhetoric and i 


nd a magery of 
which scientific men seem to be masiers, would 


add monumental treasures to 
the literature of the country, and for fresh starting points for the currents 


of thought. But the Presidents of scientific assemblages do not restrict 


themselves (o narrative, however brilliant. They plunge into theories 


they develop them, they clothe them with an apparent infallibility which 
they do not intrinsically possess. ‘They endeavour in other words to render 
as substantial law that which is at best only intangible theory. Hence 
one often feels uncomfortable rather than instructed after a perusal of 
these “annuals.” One feels uncomfortable lest an infatuated devotion to 
the imaginary interests of Science shall have set up Science on a pedestal 
which Faith alone should occupy. 

The Philosopher speaks and acts as if he were the priest of a new 
religion—a religion the laws of which are singularly mutable, When the 
philosopher stands in the presence of ardent and restless youth, prone to 
Faith,—Faith in the Present rather than inthe Past,—there is always danger 
that Knowledge, which should ever be the handmaid of Faith, might become 
its antagonist. Is it not almost insidious to urge the practicability of co- 
existent acceptances of Revelation and Science when it is at the same 
time insinuated in spirit if not in words that the implicit acceptance of 
the one interferes with the free acceptance of the other? 

If all English youths had been trained by an Aryovp, and had learnt 
that Religion should be all in all, and that it should permeate the 
heart to prepare it for the reception of intellectual impressions, then 
there would be no danger from the lucubrations of a Hux.ey or the 
utterances of a Tynpatt. But as all our English lads and especially 
English Jewish lads have not been under the refining influences of such a 
mind as that of Arvotp there are grounds for apprehension that the 
interests of faith may suffer in the youthful mind from$the sententious sur- 
mises of scientific speculation. The new philosophy «sswmes that the advances 
of Science interfere with belief in Revelation. This position though it may 
not always be set forth in so many words is nevertheless the key of 
scientific orations of the character we indicate. And then Science is taken 
as a positive immutable fact; while Revelation is to go to the wall 
—as a fancy! Yet how far is all this from the truth? Revelation 
properly interpreted will-never suffer from the advances of Science ; and 
Science itself is Protean in its changeability. Dr. Apter once justly observed 
in the pulpit that “we laugh at the state of kncwledge as it existed in 
the days of our fathers and the advances we have achieved since their time ; 
but let us take heed lest our children laugh at us!” Is there not too much 
sciolism in the world ? 


Of what possible avail is the groping in the dark after the secrets of 
life—secrets still as fast-locked as ever? In so. far as Science pursues its 
investigations with a view to the attainment of human happiness in various 
practical forms, Science achieves its noblest and holiest end. When Science 


affords one day’s happiness, or saves one hour of pain, or helps to preserve 


one day of life, or to utilize one new material of the great treasury of nature, 
then Science accomplishes its design in a sacred fashion. When Simpson in 
his researches inchemistry discovered the anesthetic power of chloroform and 


‘led to the preservation of generations yet unborn from hours of terrible and 


scarcely tolerable agony; when Sir Humrury Davy, by his arrangement 
of materials for the production of his Safety Lamp, led to the saving of the 
miner’s risked life in the dark recesses of the mine; when Rownazps; 
Steinneit, Vouta, Morse, aud others contributed each his element to the 


| mighty fabric of electro-intercommunication by which so much happiness is 


conferred : these men were priests inthe Temple of Gop! They ministered 
at His altar in the light of that Mercy which is over all His works, and in 
which His sanctuary is bathed. And he also who shews new uses or new 
wonders in the natural products of Creation; who on the one hand gives 
to the teeming brain and active hand of man materials hitherto unapplied 
to useful purposes, hitherto unknown metals to be fused, or salts to be 
combined or evolved ; he who derives new forces or arranges new processes 
for the control of the masses of matter, helps to achieve what, with all 
humility, we believe to be the Divine Design, and ie isa minister in 
the great scheme of the Lorp of Nature, 


And not the less is he a worker in the labour of which Gop 
is the Master; a priest in the Temple in which the Maker is worshipped : 
he who seeks the protoplastic form in the delicate organism of the 
leaf; the metallic atmospheric bands in the spectrum of the sun; nay, 
even the artistic loveliness of the concealed crystal or the minute insect— 
silent witnesses which cannot plead that they play any useful part in the 
work of Nature—but yet testify to the Greatness of the Creator 
palpable in the marvels of His workmanship. How much more useful and 
noble are such workers as these than those who strive with erring aim and | 
fearless, yet unskilled, hand to probe the great mysteries of the origin of 
life, the subtle arcana of biology, the concealed secrets of Creative Initiation. 


What one good deed has been done, what single good thought has been 
evoked, what single germ of good has been planted in the field of action 
or the field of intellect, by all the theories of a Darwiy on Selection or the 
surmises of a Prestwicn on Geology ? Yet on the other band the modes 
ot scientific investigation which have been powerless in furthering human 
welfare have not been powerless in injuring Religion. This would not have - 
been the case if men had defined what they understand by Religion, It is 
a calamity that men trammel their views of Revelation in rigid bands forged 
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by imperfect educaiion and by an insufficiently analyzed traditional inter- | 
pretation. They give Science full and free scope in her wanderings and 
her gropings—but this freedom they deny to the influences of Revelation. 
There are men who gravely argue that nothing is orthodox in belief except a 
reading of the Bible according to the imperfect lights thrown on it by 
imperfect translation and imperfect interpretation. There are men who 
consider that the progress of the science of Geology has swept away the 
truth of the Biblical narrative of creation; but these men are 
apparently unmindful on the one land of the miserably imperfect 
state of the science of Geology and of the physical changes 
that have taken place in the world, and unmindfal on the other 
band of the fact that the Bible was not originally written in English and 
that the edition dedicated to the high and mighty James of pious 
memory, or rather the version of it as interpreted by certain traditions, is 
not the original Word revealed by the Sacred Lips to the chosen prophet. . 
The theories of biology and many other theories of science seem 
built on shifting sand—necessarily shifting with the changes due to the 
self-work of intellectual enquiry. ‘The wise engineers of our eastern 
seas do not build their lighthouses on the unstable and shifting 
surface of the Goodwin Sands, liable to be submerged by. the recurrent 
tides, They lift their beacons on ships which rest on the strong 
bosom of the eternal ocean and are anchored to the firm foundations 
of the eternal rocks! And thus, through storm and gale, through 
changes of season and of circumstance, through the icy hail of winter, 
and the rending lightnings of summer, the steady beacons guard the 


Eastern Roads, unquenched by tempest—unvaried by the throbbing phases 
of stormful Nature. 3 


In so far as Science gradually works its way through the hard masses 
of that apparently inexhaustible Mine of Nature given to man: and struggles 
wich the stubborn rock,by means of the pick of perseverance guided by the 
hght of thought, so as to bring to the surface day by day new treasures for 
man’s service; for the improvement of his material existence or of his 
spiritual nature: in so far does Science minister at Gop’s Altar. Bat when 
a reckless, a profane, or a presumptuous hand forces the light of Science 
into atmospheres in: which it cannot burn with safety, the result is dire 
and terrible, The torch of the Philosopher who laboursin the Mine of 
Nature should be kindled with the fire that buras on the Altar of Faith. 
It will then be bis Safety Lamp. Bearing this, he may fearlessly explore 
the recesses of the treasure-bearing Mine; he may how new channels for 
later steps to tread, He may discover new veins of precious metal, and 
give them to the outer world for its service and advantage; for its help, 
its blessing and its delight. The Satety Lamp of Science thus kindled will 
burn securely wherever it is borne; and the blessing of generations—the 
blessings of the children of earth and of the Farner in Heaven will rest on 
the worker and his work. Science will be no insolent defiance—but a 
form of sacred service. 

Philosophy seeking to oppose Faith reminds one of the fallen Ange 
who, as Mitton describes him : 


“ Raised impious war in Heaven, with battle proud 


“ Hurled headlong flaming from the etherial sky.” 
But the Philosophy, which passes serenely through the realms of 
- human thought with the light of Faith, is like the glorious Angel who, as 
the blind poet sang, 


“ Veiled with his gorgeous wings, up springing light 
- Flew through the midst of Heaven! ” 


THE PRINCE OF ROUMANIA, 

THERE is 8 misfortune common to both princes and to editors—the misfor- | 
tune of being interviewed. In either case the result of such interview is 
that practical advantages are rarely gained. Each party “ interviewed ”’ in 
many cases endeavours to bow out his interviewer with the greatest possible 
speed and with the least possibly compromising expressions. We 
except indeed those ridiculoas interviewing performances introduced by 
the Transatlantic press in which princes take the opportunity of saying 
precisely what they desire to put forth to the world, and have also an 
opportunity of adopting TALLEYRAND’s famous maxim of employing eulo- 
gizing language to conceal one’s thoughts. But the most calamitous form of 
interviewing is that which princes, prelates and premiers have occasionally 
to undergo from the men of thought; a subtle torture of modern times 
inflicted on them en revanche for the tortures which the princes, prelates | 
and premiers inflicted on the men of thought in the middle ages. 


The reception of deputations, if anecdotal history be accurate, was a 
avourite aversion of Queen Exizaneta. Her supient and severe Majesty 
was very hard on more than one occasion on the peak-bearded and high-— 
ruffed dignitaries who waited on the “ queene’s hyghnesse.” Her asperity 
however, unlike that of Mr. Ayrroy, but somewhat like that of Mr. Lows, 
tnder similar p: ovocative circumstances, was softened by the keen humour 
which was one of the attributes of the great*Queen, and which occasionally |

lubricated ber sharp sayings. Yet deputations must be hard burdens to 
bear, and we can scarcely avoid con 2ratulating Prince Cuanves of Rou- 
mania that he arrives in this couutry at a season of the year when the 
elements of deputations are scattered broadcast over the face of the 
earth in the great summer exodus which seems a necessity to the 

British constitution or at least to the Briton’s constitution. Not only 

have her Majesty’s present Ministers, the mildest recipieats of depu- 
tations we wot of, fled from the infection for a while, but the depata- 
tion-makers are for the most part not within reach, Otherwise it would 
scarcely have been within the range of human power to resist the temptation 
of flooding the Roumanian Prince with a torrent of depatations ra shing like 
the rising tides of his own Daaube. The report that Prince Cuanves had 
fled from his Roumanian subjec's to avoid the “chiel amang them taking 
notes,’“—-a certain newspaper correspondent whose pecaliar and wavering 
opinions of the Jews in the Principalities throw discredit on the latter, 
and indirectly on the government—is no doubt a wicked insinuation. Bat 
never surely was an opportunity sa tempting as the present to approach 


the Prince with the dreadful infliction of “ addresses "—the nightmare, the 
bugbear of princes. 


For our part we do not believe in the efficacy of addresses nor of 
other action taken in accordance with ancient precedents to remedy evils 
by polite. remoustrances—remons rances likely to be met with equally 
polite—but hollow rejoinders. Does any man for one moment 
suppose that the position cf the Jewish subjects of Russia was 
ameliorated by the addresses presented to the Czar when he visited these 
shores? Or that the Sman has been induced by deputations to modify 
his course of conduct towards bis Jewish snbjects? Is it not a matter of 
common knowledge that the arduous and almost gigantic efforts made by 
the Roumanian Committee—backed as they were by a Bishop, an Earl and 
a Lord Mayor ;—representatives of the three great powers ot England, the 
Church, the Aristocracy and the Middle Class—and supported by repre- 
sentatives of almost all shades of Jewish opinion—had not the most minut 
effect in improving the condition, politcal or otherwise, of the Jews of 
Roumania? It is perhaps honest to adwit that the timidity of English 


foreign policy at the time may have led to this result—or non-result; but 
the fact remains. | 


The time has passed for the effectual carrying of significant remon- 
strances to the foot of.a throne, except in urgent crises such as those 
Which occurred in Roumania at the time of the noyades of Galatz, or in 
Morocco at the time of the decapitation of innocent Jews. The days have 
gone by in which a Beckrorp ventured to approach the throne and speak 
his mind to an astounded monarch; and in which that monarch when he 
replied with scorn, dignity and anger met with an equally scorafal, 
dignified and angry rejoinder. 

Priuce Cuan es is therefore fortunate in not being “ addressed ” and 
in being allowed to spend his little holiday in this country without appre- 
hension of a deputation. It must indeed be very delightful for bim to be 
away for a time from his faithful Roumanians, that charming nation which 
the Telegraph correspendent has d-picted in snch glowing colours, end of 
which nation it may be said that distance lends enchantment to the view. 
The Prince is moreover safe because he is here incognito. It woald not 
therefore be etiquette for him to be “ interviewed,” 


Yet might it not be possible to reach the princely ear in another 
fashion ? It might not be displeasing for him to know that public opinion 
in this country is important and that it will not think favourably of a 
government which is not sufficiently strong to enforce within its own limits 
the justice of claims which it admits. If it be true as we are told that the 
Jewish native born subjec’s of the Ruma ian Prince are debarred not only 
from the rights of citizenship but almost from the rights of buman beings 
by the fanaticism of the Christian Roumanians; and that the government is _ 
not powerful enough to enforce those rights, thongh it recognizes their 


on the grounds of public policy and humanity. The Telegraph correspon- 
dent in endeavouring to throw the onus of persecution on the Jews has 
unintentionally helped them. Public opinion will perceive the recoil. If 
the Government is to be justified for its inertness by its teebleness, how 
‘s the existence of such a government to bej ustified? Itis mere weakness 
to conceal the fact that the existence of a weak and uujast government in 
Roumania, and the reticence of other governments to interfere actively 


| 


one of the many tributes paid by Europe to apprehension of Rassia—or, to 
speak more politely and conventionally, let us say to apprehension of war 
and love of peace. It is Russia that stands in the way and protects 
ian Prince, but the Roumanian democracy.

the experiment for him to co solidats his sway not only by alliances 
with Servia and other neigh’ ouring states; but by an alliance with 
countrie. whch r present in their various forms of government and in 
the outcomes of their various revolutions, adherence to the principles of 
justice before th: law, and acknowledgment of the inalienable rights of 


THE PRESS AND THE LIBEL LAW. 

We depart from the ordinary irack of communal affairs to cali attention 
to a matter which concerns the Press—that great and influential body of 
whi h ths journal is a humble member. We refer to the very unsatisfac- 
tory stae of the libel laws, to which the most respectable journalist in the 
present state of opinion of judges and juries rans a risk of being sacrificed. 
We have managed even when sailing in the troubled seas of the affairs of 
a smali and active community, to steer clear of the shoals of the libel law ; 
and therefore we may say that we write quite disinterestedly on the subject, 
and even in the interests of others rather than ofourown, It is in the 
public interest as much as in the interest of the Press that we address our- 
selves to the question. It is surely of advantage to the public that the publi, 
should be supplied with ample news and lively comments. If the journalist 
is to write in constant dread of judge, jury, lawyer and indignant prosecutor, 
his pen—the freedom of his thoaght—will be hampered, and he wil] become 
a mere puny quill-driver instead of a forcible writer. It is or should be 
the province of a journalist to write bravely and boldly, but solely in the 
interests of truth and for the advancement of public morality. If he write 
under a>prehension he cannot write soundly, and his mission will be of little 
avail. We mention these things because we notice with regret a tendency 
to construe the libel laws with undue soverity—a constraction which on the 
part of juries may arise from a misconception of the duties of journalism, 
The world is under deep obligation to the periodical press. The Press 


has, under proper conduct, tended to the progress of enlightenment, liberty 


and social morality. We perceive that among the many projects of legislation 
under consideration, alterations of the press laws have found no place, It 
is true that in this coantry the repressive laws of France and Ger- 
many happily have no existence—but it is also true that the journalist’s 
Sétise of public responsibility is higher here than it is in those countries, 
Matters might be left more freely in the journalist’s. hands, and under his 
control. His own high sense of duty would be the best Press Law. 


THE PRESS AND THE JEWS.

‘The Bucks Advertiser publishes an interesting article on the return of 
the Jews to England under the Protectorate and the Restoration. This 


joufnal in reference to the disabilities formerly imposed on the Jews makes - 


the following excellent remarks, in quoting which we may mention that 
Bockinghamshire has had good practical opportunities of judging the 
merits of Jewish landowners, as a large portion cf the landed estates of 
that county is held by Jews. We extract the following : | 
No class of religienists has been -nore persecuted than the Jews, nor has 


this nation been so tardy in awarding the just rights of citizenship towards any 
other sect a8 towards them. On the question of the Jews’ disabilities the 


- Legislature was far in advance of the people. Happily these days of persecu- 


tion have passed, and the Jews now enjoy all the civil rights of other members 
of the community ; and who shall say they are not worthy of these rights? We 
in thié particdlar district ought to be in a position to reply to this question. Do 
we not find the Jews make as good country gentlemen as Chnstians? Are they 
not as good landlords ; Are they not as charitable, or a good deal more so? Has 
not their residence amongst us been to the general good of the community ? The 
members of the Jewish petsuasion of the present day appear to have pretty good 


faith in altered circumstances, They now fear no contiscation of their lands, or - 


any tndue exaction by the ruling powers of the nation. The constant accumu- 
lation of property in this district by one of the principal Jewish family proves 
this. Within a comparatively short period the family of the Rothschi ds, in 
addition to their vast expanse of farm lands, have become the owuers of the 
ancient possession of the Lakes of Delhi at Aston Clinton Park ; of the mansion 
and grounds of the old county family of the Dashwoods at Halton; of the 
princely residences and appurtenances at Mentmore ; the ancient park, mansion 
and township of Tring, once a favourite retreat of King Charles I[.; and durin ' 
the present week the extensive domains of Upper Winchendon, Waddesdon, and 
Westcott, have been purchased by them of the Duke of Marlborough. This 
latter property was formerly held by the old Buckinghamshire families of the 
Goodwiti and Whartons, who in their times were leading people in the county 
and in which they exercised great influence.

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NOTES ON THE ASHKENAZIM AND SEPHARDIM JEWS. 
No. II. 


It is curious to watch the change in profiunciation due probably to 
the effect of climate rather than to racial peculiarity. For instance in the 
language spoken by the three great branches of the Latin race, the Italian 
the Iberian and the French, we see that the words become clipped as the 
climate grows colder. The elongated adverbial terminations of the Italian, 
for ‘nstance, pass in a transition state through the Midi provinces of France 
and with scarcely any change in their orthographical form become condensed 
in utterance as one approaches the northern provinces of France. Even 
the Teutonic forms in which long words are greatly affected condense the 
pronunciation of them. But these peculiarities or characteristics do not 
seem to have governed the modifications which form the difference of pro- 
nunciation between German and Portuguese Jews. It is perhaps a testimony 
to the possibility of the greater accuracy of the former when one recollects 
that the German Jew lived more apart from the inhabitants of the 
surrounding cotintry than did the Portuguesé Jew and preserved 
his dialect by using it in the home circle—thotigh on the other hand it 
might be maintained that this constant employment of it for colloqual 

urposes, instead of employing it occasionally in private, in the study or the 
He: may have tended to corrupt it. 


It ie remarkable indeed that the difference between the two modes 
of pronunciation should be so very small—so small as scarcely to amount 
to a difference. With any other race or people—with a people the preser- 
vation of whose race, faith and language had not been pre-ordained and 
thiraculously maintained the changes would surely have been greater: 
grammatical forms or inflexions would Have varied, the significations 
of words would have also varied, and words would have been imported 
from other languages. Witness for instance the contrary effects in 


the varying forms of the Greek dialects—the differences between 


inflections &c. of the Attic, the Ionic and the Doric; not to speak 
of the Pelasgic. Witness again the difference—not only in prpnun- 
ciation—between Neapolitan, Tuscan er Piedmontese Italian. Even 
marked differences the culmination or development of which another genera- 
tion may see are growing up between the English language as spoken 
in these islands and that language as spoken in the great Transatlantic 
Republic. Words are used in New York that are. uot known at 
all or at least not known in the same sense at Liverpool, though a run of 
nine or ten days bridges the distance between the two towns. Words are 
spelt so differently as to lead to the possibility of another generation 
insisting on another dictionary if not a separate grammar, Now the case 
is quite other in respect of the two forms of Hebrew. One grammar serves 
the Portuguese student as well as the German student. The same vocabu- 
lary belongs to both. The inflections, the syntax and even the prosody of 
the two forms are alike, The pronunciation differs so slightly that a 
schoolboy of tcn years old of moderate capacity, having been accustomed to 
one form of pronunciation from the time of his commencing to learn — 
Hebrew, can acquire the other in one or two lessons of an hour’s duration. 
‘We have indeed heard some person’ say that they are so accustomed to 
One pronunciation that they cannot follow the ritual when read in the 
other. But these are probably very silly or careless persons; it may be 
that these are persons who cannot follow the ritual when read according 
to either pronunciation, 


One theory as to the trifling modification between the two readings is 
this. It is familiarty known that the kingdom of Israel as it was 
bequeathed by David to Solomon, and enlarged by the latter; split into two 
portions after the death Solomon, and the insurrection of Jeroboam 
against Solomon’s successor, Judab and Benjamin with the Levites that 
dwelt among them, and the Simeonites who dwelt on the south, 
formed the kingdom of Judah, and the other tribes formed the new king- 
The latter probably became less exclusive than the former 
and mixed with surrounding nations, Ifas some surmise,. Judah and 
Benjamin with their Levites were the nuclei of the so-called Sephardim 
Jews; while the other tribes instead of being “ lost” as is a popular fancy 
became the so-called Ashkenazi Jews; the difference of pronunciation 
would be easily accounted for, especially as the kingdom of Israel was con- 
quered and its people distributed at a period long antecedent to a like 
series of calamities to the kingdom of Judah. It is extremely probable 
that the difference of pronunciation did occur at the time of, or at least in 
consequence of, the separation of the provinces into two kingdoms; and an 
almost parallel case as to philological result is presented in the instance of 
the division of the seventeen provinces of the Netherlands in the 
16-17th centuries, into Dutch provinces and Flemish provinces. Jt 
should be admitted, however, that according to another theory, the ten 
revolted tribes were lost, and that Judah Became the fons ef origo of the | 
Portuguese Jews, and Benjamin of the Getman Jews. This is a particu- 
larly comfortable theory for the proud hidalgos of the Portuguese Jewish 
community as they hence claim a royal or princely lineage for their families, 
and hereditary superiority over their humble-born German brethren 
unless indeed the tides of centuries have washed out the blueness of blood.

A CHIEF RABBI AND A HAHAM. 


A spiritual pastor must always exercise great influence over his 
flock, and the Rev, Solomon Hirschell’ undoubtedly po-sessed great 
guthority over the Ashkenazim of London. The Rev. Solomon Hirsehel] 
as our readers may récollect, was born in England, and was the son of M 
sormer Rabbi of the Duke’s Place Synagogue, Rabbi Hirsch. The future 
head of the German community of London was edacated in Germany and 
in Poland, where the public schools being closed against him, he devoted 
himself to the study of Jewish theology. Solomon Hirschell possessed a 
clear understaning, keen humour and sound judgment, and he acquired a 
correct and pure style of Hebrew composition. Mathematics formed a 
favourite pursuit of his. This science by its ingenuity, and by the facility 
with which it can be acquired in solitary research, had always been a 
favourite study of the Rabbis. 


According to the custom of his day obtaining among the Jews of 
Poland, Solomon Hirschell married at the early age of 17. For nine years 
he occupied the Rabbinical Chair of Preuzlau in Prussia, In 1802 when 
forty years old, he was called to preside over the synagogne in Duke's 
Place; but gradually his jurisdiction was extended over all the Jews of 
Ashkenazi Minhag or rite in London, and indeed in England, 

With this appointment began a new and important phase of the life 
of the Rev. Solomon Hirschell. ‘The period of his administration deserves 
a conspicuous place in the annals of the English Jews, It was during this 
period that the scattered elements formed by the English Jews were 
gathered into one compact mass, and that the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews and the German Jews who were formerly spoken of as two distinct 
“nations” became closely connected together as members of the same 
ancient race and followers of the same ancient creed. It was dnring this 

time that monuments were established, demonstrating to posterity the 
munificent charity of the English Jews towards their poorer brethren. It 
was duiing this time that the Jews’ Hospital, the Jews’ ree School, and 
several useful institutions were founded. During this period the ever 
memorable mission to the East was performed by Sir Moses Montefiore ; 
and we mst add, it was at this period that the unfortunate schism took 
place which separated some of the vest. members of the old congrega- 
. tions from their early associations and former brethren. The Rev. Solomon 
Hirschell had seen the communities over which he. presided increase in 
number, in wealth, and in enlightenment. Nevertheless bis life was not 
without its bitterness, In his earlier days he is said to have been disturbed 
by family troubles, while in old age the dissensions obtaining in his con- 
gregations sorely vexed his spirit. 

Considerable dissatisfaction had manifested itself principally with 
liturgical forms: Though the Rev. Solomon. Hirschell represented the 
spirit of bygone age, he is said by those who knew him best to have pos- 
sessed a tolerant and equitable disposition. Had the secession movement 
occurred a few years earlier, it is believed that the pious rabbi by his 
prudence and energy might have averted the unhappy conseqnences which 
followed, and that by counselling opportune and moderate reforms, only 
two communities of Jews might yet exist in Greot Britain. But it happened 
otherwise ; for the Rev. Solomon Hirschell, broken in mind and body and 
weighed with years, was unequal to the emergency. asting and other 
privations had told on his powerful frame. At one period he never ate 
meat except on Sabbaths ; at another period he fasted altogether during 
the whole of every Monday and Thursday, and only medical prohibition 

revented him from fasting on such days to the last moment of his life. 

Wo severe accidents confined him to his chamber for some months before 
his death. He died on the 3lst October, 1842, when he had reached the 
advanced age of 81. | 

Tho Rev. 8. Hirschell was the uncompromising foe of the Conver- 
sionists ; but he was mild in manner and desirous of avoiding religious 
controversies with non-Jews; and especially careful not to give offence to 
Christians. Once indeed he strongly remonstrated against some unseemly 
and ill-judged expressions on the part of some members of a debating club 
which styled itself the Philo-Judean Society and which consisted mainly of 
Jewish young men. Above all the learned rabbi loved peace and hated 
public polemics, invariably checking intemperance of expression. He left a 
family of four sons and four daughters to whom he bequeathed his savings 
said to amount to £13,000 or £14,000, His property wasfsold at public 
auction by the well known George Robins, who treated the objects of 
_ Jewish worship the use of which was unknown to him, with great respect 

and good feeling. The excellent library which the Rev. S. Hirschell had 
gathered was purchased for the Beth Hamedrash and some of his flock 
eagerly bought as keepsakes the articles he familiarly employed in domestic 
Worship. | 
| The late rabbi was a man of commanding presence and tall stature 
He had a lofty forehead and a keen eye and his countenance is 
described as having a benignant and intellectual expression. His appear- 
ance abroad inspired reverence and most persons in the streets touched 
their hats and made way for the High Priest of the Jews as they styled 
him. Two cr three portraits of him are extant, the best being that seen 
in the Vestry of Duke’s Place. The Rev. Sol. Hirschell was wont to rise 
at early dawn, rarely retiring until midnight and occupying every available 
moment in his engrossing theological studies. He was endowed with a 
remarkably quick perception of character; and to him was attributed a 
ready wit. The manuscripts he left behind are said to be richly garnished 
with hnmourous sayings.

bearers, one of whom was Sir Moses Montefiore. The bier was placed 
before the ark which was covered with black cloth. The numerous windows 
were darkened, the synagogue was illuminated with wax tapers, and the 
whole arrangement had a sombre and impressive effect. The service was 
read by the Rev. 8. Ascher and then & procession was formed to accompany 
the mortal remains of the Chief Rabbi to the German Jews Cemetery in 
North Street, Mile End. The procession comprised upwards of 100 
plain carriages, tor mourning coaches had been eschewed by the directions 
of the deceased. Deputations from all the synagogues and all the Jewish 
schools in London attended the funeral and the scene at the burial ground 
was most solemn and striking. Several brown paper packets sealed with 
wax and containing papers and documents were thrown into the grave by 
order of the deceased. The shops of Jewish tradesmen remained closed 
until after the conclusion of the funeral ceremony, which lasted from ten 
until three o'clock. A medal was struck in commemoration of the late 
Chief Rabbi, displaying an emblematic device with inseriptions in Hebrew. 


Shortly after the Dukes Place Synagogue, which had been for man 
years without a spiritual guide, had resolved tu elect a Chief Rabbi, the 
Portuguese community who had also found t eméelres in precisely the 
same position, determined to supply a similar want. Onr readers are 
already aware that the Rev, Raphael Meldola was appoirted in 1805 
Haham of the Sephardi Congregation and that he fulfilled his functions 
with zeal, if not always with the tact and discretion desirable in a man 
occupying his responsible post. The learned Haham was born at Leghorn 
in 1754. He was the son of Haham Moses Meldola, formerly profe-sor of 
Oriental languages at the University of Paris and whose literary writings 
are to be found in the works “ Tosaphot Rekem,” ‘“ Mahamar Mordecai,” &e. 
His ancestors had been great rabbis and men of- eradition for many 
generations; his grandfather had been Haham at Pisa and then had been 
called to France, while his uncle became rabbi of the ancient and important 
congregation of Amsterdam. Haham Raphael Meldola himself became an 
accomplished theologian aud philosopher. After a regular coarse of 
studies, he was admitted member of the first rabbinical university at the age 
of fifteen ; and in 1803 he received the title of Rab and was appointed a 
judge to try causes among his own people as was cnstomary in ltaly, At 
an early age he published a work called “ Korban Minha,” a Jitetiry 


synagogue on Kipur day. In 1796 he brought out a rabbidiedl work 

entitled “ Hupat Hatanim,” which is said to display great mathematical as 
well as talmudical knowledge. He moreover left ten MS, -Works one of 
which was published by his son the Rev, David Meldola and was entitled 
“sHezek Hemunah,” Faith Strengthened. This forms a complete exposit on 
of the Jewish doctrines, rites and belief in the form of dialognes in pure 
Hebrew with an English version, 

Haham Meldola was humble in manner and uopretending in deport- 
ment; but he seems to have had some infirmity of teuiper which made him 
quick to give or take offence. This brought bim into occasional collisions 
with the synagogne authorities or officials to the detriment of the dignity 
of his office. He was a kind-hearted man, ever ready to lend a willing ear 
to tales of distress and to do his uttermost to procure assistance for those 
who really deserved it. Haham Meldola diedin June, 1828 at the age of 
74 and was interred in the old burial ground by the side of Rabbi Neito at 
his especial desire. ‘Truly there was this resemblance between those two 


learned rabbis that both were natives of Italy, both had prosecuted their 


studies at Leghorn, both had been appointed chiefs of the same college, 
had been called to London, had acquired considerable fame for learning and 
both died at abcut the same age. 3 

The Rev. Solomon Hirschell and Haham Meldola laboared under the 
disadvantage of being called upon to preside over congregations with the 
language of which they were more or less unacquainted. The Rey. Solomon 
Hirschell, though an Englishman by birth, had been broaght up abroad, 
and like Haham Meldola, he never succeeded in mastering the tongue in 
which Shakespeare wrote and Milton sang, Pulpit instruction did not 
form a recognized part of the service in those days, and the exhortations 
which those reverend gentlemen at rare intervals like argel’s visits, 
addressed to their flocks, fell on unprepared soil.
